Saturday, May ]0.—Advices received 
from the vicinity of St, Pierre, ten 
miles from here, contain further de- 
tails of the terrible upheaval which 
caused the destruction of the town 
and the death of nearly all its inhab- 
itants. The crater of Mont Pclec had 
been wearing its "fcoioko-cap" since 
the third of May, but nothing had oc- 
curred 
until last Monday indicating 


the slightest danger. On that day, a 
stream of boiling lava broke through 
| the top of the crater and plunged down 
the valley of the River Blanche, over- 
whelming the sugaring works and kill- 
ing twenty-three work- people and the 
son ot the proprietor. A commission 
vas appointed by the governor of the 
sland to investigate the outbreak and 
hey returned a reassuring report on 
iVednesday evening. About 8 o'clock 
on Thursday morning a shower of fire 
suddenly rained down on St. Pierre, 
iloug the whole coast from LeCarbet 
which had a population of six thous- 
and, to Le Precheur, which had four 
thousand inhabitants, burning every- 
thing in its path. Throughout Thurs- 
day the heat in the vicinity of 
St. 


Pierre was so intense and the stream 
;iair steamer, came from Le Precheur, 
where, surrounded on all sides by flow- 


cinity of St. Pierre, by the cable re- 
ing hua, they were nearly roasted to 
death and expected to be momentarily 
engulfed. The work of relief is pro- 
gressing here on the most extensive 
scale possible, but in anticipation of 
further disaster, the treasury build- 
ing i& being guarded by troops. Ac- 
cording to the latest reports, the lava 
continues to pour down the slopes of 
the mountain, slowly engulfing the 
whole northern side of the island, and 
fresh crevices are continually opening.

In 
the Haven will, all the conditions and 
restrictions of which an1 included in 
the conveyance of the park to the city, 
it is pro\ ided that "no pavilion, kiosk,

This provision does not specifically

ARfl VASTLY DIFFERENT. 


DUMMY ALLEN'S TURTLE. 


How the Two Method* Are l/'ited In 


the Mnnnfnclure ot Mirrors—Why 
Some GlnxKCB Alwnj * Have a Fad- 
ed, Speoklrtl Aupcnrnncp. 
It Is a popular fallacy that all mir- 


rors have mercury, or quicksilver, 
backs. As a matter of fact, not over 1 
p<«r cent of the mirrors now sold bo- 
long to that class. The general public 
know that they can purchase mirrors 
much cheaper now than they could teu 
years ago. hut they do not know that 
these are not the old time reliable mer- 
cury back mirrors. 


The mirror now manufactured is 


known to the trade as the "patent 
back mirror," not that there is any pat- 
ent on the process used, but simply 
to distinguish it from the mercury 
back mirror. A number of years ago 
the mirror manufacturers began to 
substitute the patent back for the mer- 
cury type of mirrors, without notify- 
ing tiie consumer or furniture jobbers 
of the rhanfro; so quietly was the evo- 
lution aecomplishcd that it took some 
time for the furniture dealers to realize 
the change, and today many a careful 
housekeeper wears herself out phys- 
ically trying to polish the speckled or 
faded surface of a "patent back mir- 
ror." when the cause of the trouble N 
Imperfections (in the back ami not on 
the face, or surface of the glass. 


The reflectiiif; surfatc of a "patent 


back mirror" is composed of a chemical 
solution of nitrate of silver, precipi- 
tated on the surface of tlu> glass, which 
Is subject to change from exposure to 
light, changes of temperature or moist- 
ure, while the reflecting Mil face of a 
meicury mirror Is composed of two 
metals, mercury nud tin, which form 
an nmalgnm impervious to and not af 
fe'-ted by chancres of temperature or 
moisture and retain* its Initial reflec- 
tive brilliance unimpaired for agfs. 


The process of inannfacturlng a mer- 


cury bnek mirror I-. first to i-b-mi and 
thoroughly dry the pl.ite of class, then 
(.prend it sheet of nn foil a Path- larger 
than the glass on :i hihciiug t:)bl". the 
toj) of v\ liieh muv lie stone or heavy 
plate glnsh.

While experience has been an ac- 


curate guide in causing us to adopt cer- 
tain dKhcs it has misled us in regard 
to others. For example, the "hog and 
hominy" diet so general among the 
poorer classes of the south and south- 
west is ill balanced and deficient in 
f«trength"ninK pov\er. It contains too 
little protein and too much fat. White 
potatoes offer the opposite objection.

metamorphosis from tho time of the 
Jewish law to that of tho Roman. Its 
analogy to banking, the fact that the 
pawnbrokers later becamo bankers, 
would lead to the conrlnsinn that pri- 
vate pawnbrokers exit-ted long before 
tlif state took cognizance of iho busi- 
ness. It aecina probable that the con- 
stant taking of articles in pledge, which 
of necessity demanded their safe keeping 
to Hucnro the repayment of the loan, 
suggested the like, deposit of money and 
valuables. In this cape the progenitor 
of the present banking syf tain wa.s orig- 
inally it pawnshop instead of a bank, 
which later took up the/ pawn business. 
—Bulletin of Department of Labor

These islands have been long unin-

Captain Williams had gone to San 
Kicholiis—San Nicholas lies 70 miles 
out at sea—to bring away the Indians, 
about 20 of them, who lived there. A 
tempest fell upon tho island as tin- 
schooner drew near, and to laud was 
very difficult. All was wild hurry and 
confusion. Tho vessel was in danger, 
and the Indians were making r. "liit- 
ting" for life. So it was not remarkable 
that as they were putting out to sea 
ouo young mother fehould lind her child 
had been left behind. Shu thought it 
had been brought aboard by a sailor. 


When she, discovered tho truth, &ho 


was frantic. She prayed tho captain to 
turn back, but ho said tho storm %\ as 
too dangerous; they might all bo ship- 
wrecked and drowned.

uuobtrushely obtrusive natives, wor- 
hiping in silence. 
Neither sex 
it> overburdened with 


clothes. The common dress for botli 
men and women i.s the already men- 
tioned lava lava, a kind of kilt or piece 
of drapery wound about the waist in a 
manner whose adjustment seems 10 
foreigners nothing short of miraculous. 
The adults, however, seem to ba\e no 
difficulty in keeping the lava, lava in 
place, but the children are less expert 
und caiefiil of theirs and often lose the 
scant scrap of cotton stuff that serves 
as au out of door costume. Children 
of all ages indoors, and babies in arm^ 
everywhere, v\ear no clothing at all. 
Tliis kind of garment—or drapery, per- 
haps, would be a better word for it—i.s, 
in .slightly varied form, common to 
most south sea islanders as well as in- 
habitants of the Indian archipelago 
and the southern countries of Asia 
It 


is called by the Malays a sarong, and 
its naiiu; differs in the different groups 
of Polynesia. Tho .Malays and Klings 
of Singapore, (Vyiou and the Malay- 
sian peninsula wear it loose or str.-ight, 
while the Iturmese and Siamese tuck 
it up, something after the manner of 
the well Known infantile accessory. 


The finery and grimcrack adorn- 


ments of civilization are now gaining 
a foothold in Samoa, as elsewhere in 
tho track of commerce, particularly 
with tlie feminine lie-art, and it is not 
uuuMinl to see a Samoan lady gor- 
geously arrayed in a tine mat lava lava

stockings extending above the knees, 
with his huge black feet protruding be- 
yond the soles, which were worn

It.il «• little startling to newcomers 
tt first to notice the universal custom 
la Mexico of addressing persons .of 
high and low degree by their first 
names. As soon as friends are at 
all well' acquainted they address each 
other by the given name, and this is 
done not only by those of the same, age 
and sex, but Indiscriminately among 
young men and young women, young 
people and elder persons. In the lat- 
ter case, of between elderly persons, 
a respectful prefix Is used, as "Don" 
Rlcardo. Public characters are alsw 
commonly referred to by their first 
names. , 


In the household the head of the house 


is called Don Jose or Don Manuel by 
the servants, and a son In distinction is 
known as Manuelito (little Manuel). 
Among servants the customs regarding 
the names given superiors are not un- 
like those of the negroes of the south- 
ern United States. The lowest classes, 
or the servants that have grown up in 
a family, speak to the heads of the 
house as Nino or Nina (masculine and 
feminine for child), or call the wife 
and mother senorlta, regardless of the 
fact that she may have attained three- 
score. 


The servants distinguish between 


one of their own class and a friend of 
their master or mistress by such dis- 
tinctions. If a caller Is to be announc- 
ed, It Is a senorita, regardless of her 
age, that Is In the parlor. If a woman 
of the common class awaits the mis- 
tress, It is a senora. A gentleman of 
the upper classes Is referred to as a 
senor, while a laborer will be called n 
muchacho (boy).—Modern Mexico.

at Hildesheim, Germany. Dating nil 
the way from the end of the seven- 
teenth century, the collection exhibits 
iu a very instructive way the primi- 
tive origin of piano manufacture, and 
gives one an idea of the simple instru- 
ments used by our greatest music com- 
posers. 


The oldest Instrument on exhibition 


is a small clavichord of the seven- 
teenth century, possessing 34 tones 
with 28 two choral bound strings. An- 
other of equal antiquarian \alue has 
four full octaves—a one chord Italian 
spinet, built at an angle and possess- 
ing a. rich and beautiful tone for sing- 
ing accompaniment. 
The strings are 


rifted with pointed crow quills. Both 
instruments date from the time of 
Handel, Bach and Gluck. 


One Instrument was made in the 


first half of tbe eighteenth century 
r.nd is a bound clavichord of 4% oc- 
taves, 58 tones and 40 strings. There 
is also an instrument from the second 
half of the last century which pos- 
sesses 5}4 octaves. The last two are 
supplied 
with strings tipped 
with 


brass, a'hd their immediate followers 
were the hammer pianos of 1760, used 
at the time of Haydn, Mozart and Bee- 
thoven, and even bj Mendelssohn, Bar- 
tholdy, Chopin and Franz Liszt during 
their youth.—Chicago Record.

He was 


caught Iu the Westminster hotel. New 
York, loaded with plunder, and was 
sentenced ou a Friday, the 13th of the 
month.

month are clays set aside for rest. For 
instance, they will tell you how Dau 
Kelly, a bank burglar, who worked in 
and around Louisville, Ky., In the ear- 
ly eighties, was killed on the 13th of.

The only instruments known te tbesa

The drum and rattle were used in ac-
